Reforestation Program 


Conservationists have been advocating a reforestation 
program for Ohio for many years, but no great advances 
have been made. 
However, at this time, conditions ap 
pear to be shaping a project which will answer tile pur­ 
pose. 
The commercial value of Ohio's forests has en­ 
tered into the discussion. 


Edmund Secrest, forester at the Ohio state experi­ 
mental station at Wooster, has stated that there are 
1,500,000 acres of land in the state that are idle and low 
grade. 
These lands, he claims, would support forests 
and he advocates that a planting and protection plan be 
placed before people of the Buckeye state. 
There are in the state, according to Secrest, 3,500,*100 
acres of native forests. 
He suggests

Billions on Road 
Work in Country 


Equity Ouster Targ et J Present Year to be Re­ 
cord One in Highway 
Construction in Every 
State in Union. 


There will be approximately one and 
one-half billion dollars spent for roads 
throughout the country this year and 
highway 
construction xs 111 nt 
least 
equal and probably exceed the high­ 
est m ark recorded In any preceding 
year, according to J. Howard Sinclair, 
president of the Columbiana County 
Motor club. 
This prediction, it was 
1 said, is based on information just re- 
j celved from the American Automobile 
association, w ith which the club is af­ 
filiated. 
Mr. Sinclair said that improvement 
of the state and federal ald highway 
system s under the supervision of the 
highway departm ents of the various 
states will go forward during the sea­ 
son now opening with a construction 
of more than 20.000 miles of surfaced 
roads and nbout 8.000 miles graded 
and drained. 
Mr. Sinclair was advised by the A. 
A. A. of road-building prospects after 
reports of the various states to the 
Bureau of Public Roads, under which 
the federal-aid program is carried on. 
had been carefully considered. 
He continued: 
“The state reports also indicate that 
at least 240,000 miles of the total of 
288.000 in the state highway systems 
will 
be 
m aintained this year tinder 
the supervision of the state highway 
departm ents, a fact which should in­ 
sure the traveling public a high de­ 
gree of road aervice. 
"Funds estim ated br available for 
expenditure during 
the year by the 
state highway departm ents are about 
25 per cent greater in total amount 
than sim ilar estim ates indicated at the 
beginning of last season. 
It is practi­ 
cally certain that the funds available 
to all state highway departments for 
construction and maintenance of roads 
and bridges will exceed $750 000.000, 
and 
local 
revenues, expendable bv 
countv and local authorities, will swell 
the hiehw ay total to well over $1,300,- 
000,000."

“We changed to a manual starter 
which gives positive engagements be­ 
fore the electrical connection is made. 
The starter switch was removed to 
the toe board where there is no chance 
of its being accidentally engaged, yet 
it is readily accessible. The flapper 
type accelerator, which

support to the foot, minimizing the 
possibility of the foot slipping off tfie 
pedal and affording even pressure, 
was improved and retained. 
"Several types of steering wheels 
were submitted and 
the one which 
was approved by the most of our wo- 
men critics confirmed our selection.

Hut other American cities are plan­ 
ning or have started construction of

ening of present thoroughfares. 
Cincinnati is completing a new sub­ 
way system. 
Agitation for subways 
in Chicago, Detroit and Cleveland is 
accumulating. 
E ngineers 
aro com­ 
pleting plans for a "two dick" street 
in Toledo. 
This city also is active in 
organizing various interests in efforts 
to obtain the construction of a boule­ 
vard 200 feet wide and 50 miles long 
to connect it with Detroit along the 
w ater front of Lake Erie.

Of the approximately 590,000 miles 
of surfaced highways in the United 
States, about 380,000 are constructed 
of gravel and sandclay, more titan

are 
constructed 
of 
water- 
bound, bituminous and surface treated 
macadam, almost 67,000 miles are 
built of bituminous concrete, cement 
concrete and sheet asphalt, while the 
rem ainder,. between 5,000 and 10,000 
miles, is of brick or other materials. 
The several types of highway sur- 
facings may be divided into three 
classes and rated as high, intermedi­ 
ate and low. Those of the first classi­ 
fication, as shown by highway engi­ 
neers, are the concretes and brick; 
the intermediate types are bituminous 
and waterborne! macadam, and gravel; 
and the la-=f are mixtures of sand and 
clay. 
Generally speaking, the roads 
classed together are suitable for the

SPRING DRIVING 
Hints on H ow to Keep 
a Car on the 
Road. 


As is usual at 
this season of the 
year, a considerable num ber of motor 
Hts are complaining that their cars 
are “bucking’' at slow' speed. If a car 
is doing this, the owned should Imme­ 
d i a t e l y take it to his favorite station 
and have it inspected and serviced. 
It is not necessary to have the en 
glue completely overhauled, except In 
special cases where neglect has caus 
rd considerable damage. 
If a 
com 
plete overhaul does prove necessary 
it is quite an expensive Job and brings 
back to tho owner the thought th at he 
can save money by keeping his car 
in firfit class condition at all times. 
Tho first thing 
to do is to check 
the breaker gap, ignition timing, c ar­ 
buretor setting, adjustm ent of valves 
and adjustm ent of the choker. 
It is sometimes found that too close 
a setting of valve tappets v iii cause 
bucking. 
lf the motorist will look at his in 
struction book be 
will undoubtedly 
find th at the correct valve setting is 
given. 
N ever m ake the setting any 
closer than 
Is 
recommended by the 
car m anufacturer. 
W hen the tappets are set too close 
tho valves 
are 
liable to warp and 
burn, 
which, 
wiil 
cause 
a loss 
of 
power 
nnd 
economy of 
operation. 
W hen 
a valve 
warps it 
causes 
a 
greater clearance between the tappet 
and stem anti 
m akes 
it noisy. 
In 
cases like this, when the choker is 
closed gas will be drawn through the 
leaky valve, making the car hard to 
start. 
Improper 
setting 
of 
spark 
plug 
gaps will cause bucking. 
It is usual­ 
ly 
the 
practice to set the gap 
be­ 
tween 
.023 
and 
.030 inches. 
H ere 
again your instruction book will come 
in handy 
as 
the setting is usually 
give 
in 
this 
book. 
Spark 
plugs 
should be tight and the gaskets 
in 
good condition, 
although 
it 
is 
not 
good 
practice to set up the plugs 
too tight with ft wrench because it 
may break the porcelain. 
A 
leaky 
cylinder 
head 
gasket, 
leaky manifold and carburetor gas­ 
ket should be immediately replaced. 
“Bucking’' usually stops when these 
things have been done. 


It’s Still a Good Idea. 
Back in the old days when all roads 
were < rowned and tires wore accord­ 
ingly, the farsighted car owner made 
it a regular practice to change the 
tires from the right to the left side in 
order to assure a m easure of even­ 
ness in tire wear. 
W ith the coin­ 
ing of the uncrow ned road, the ges­ 
ture no longer is made. 
However, if I 
the car owner will look a t the tires 
he will find wear and still to be u n ­ 
even. There still are some uncrowned 
roads and o th er factors to account, 
for the wear, 
and tire rotation, at 
times, helps.
